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Part III DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-4, 7, 9-11, 20-22 are pending. 

2. It is noted that Applicant's after-final submitted on 11-25-02 
has been considered and the previous ground of rejections has been 
removed. A new ground of rejection is set forth below. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. § 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 
(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date 
of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 3-4, 9 and 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Muzny et al . , Genbank accession number 
AC004616. (U) . 

Muzny et al . , teaches a polynucleotide sequence that comprises 
a 297 nucleic acid sequence from the coding region of SEQ ID NO.l, 
as recognized by Applicant's specification on page 24, lines 9-12 
and page 25 lines 23-26. In addition Muzny et al . , teaches the 
sequence was derived from a Human BAC library, meeting the 
limitations of claims 3-4 and 9. 

The prior art teachings anticipate the claimed invention. 

4. It is noted that claims 1-2, 7, 10, 11, 20 and 21 are 
allowable in their current form.
